Original claim 9 became issued claim 4, and original claim 1 was issued as claim 1 . Therefore, 
issued claim 4 should be dependent on issued claim 1 . The issued patent improperly makes issued 
claim 4 dependent on issued claim 3. 

On page 7, in original claim 29, in line 1 after "according to claim:" "24" is indicated. In the 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT, in claim 29, in line 1 after "according to claim," "24" was deleted 
and replaced with - 6 — . Original claim 29 became issued claim 6, and original claim 6 became 
issued claim 3. Therefore, issued claim 6 should be dependent on issued claim 3. The issued patent 
improperly makes issued claim 6 dependent on issued claim 1 . 

On page 6, in original claim 14, in line 1 after "method of claim:" "13" is properly indicated. 
Original claim 14 became issued claim 1 1, and original claim 13 was issued as claim 10. Therefore, 
issued claim 11 should be dependent on issued claim 10. The issued patent improperly makes 
issued claim 1 1 dependent on issued claim 6.
